ROBERT TODD LINCOLN. 


Robert T. Lincoln, who died last week, was unknown to 
this g eneration, so completely had he effaced himself in a 
manner premeditated. 
He was an able man who achieved 
success in the business world, but he felt himself so inferior 
to his father that ever he was fearful of reflection upon the 
g reat name of Lincoln. 
He would not use his heritag e for 
material advancement. 
He wras close to official life and he was recog nized for his 
o wn ability , so he was drawn into appointive office before 
he soug ht a place in affairs where he mig ht be less con­ 
spicuous, y et mig ht live a useful life. 
While his father was 
living and before the war ended, he was g iven a place on 
the staff of General Grant with rank of captain. 
President 
Garfield appointed him secretary of war. 
He served as 
ambassador to Eng land. 
Withdrawing from public life, he 
became attorney for the Pullman company and then was a d­ 
vanced to the presidency . 
While so associated in Chicag o 
business life his wish was g iven fullest consideration by 
Chicag o newspapers and his name rarely appeared there­ 
in. Because of that he was hardly known to this g eneration. 
Within the last y ear he had been g iven g reater publicity 
than at any time in forty y ears. 
On occasions his portrait 
appeared in rotog ravure sections of metropolitan newspa­ 
pers. 
He was broug ht forth as a pag e from history and 
was revealed to people of today . 
It may not alway s be best for sons of g reat men to live in 
such obscurity , but his ex ample is one that is beneficial.
